Car care 


Battery often blamed 
when other parts fail

One fine m — no, make 
that one bitter-cold, rotten morn- 
ing —-you- may hop into~your 


“ear, turn the key, and instead of 


the sound ‘of your car’s starter 
motor merrily turning, there will 
be a pitiful groan, or worse, no 
sound at all. 

When with a dead bat- 
tery, your first thought may be 
that replacement is in order, and 
if the battery is 2 or 3 years old, 
you may be right. (Most batter- 
ies will have a sticker on top 
with holes punched beside the 
month and year that they were 
put into service.) 

However, man} perfectl, 
batteries have been junked Shen 
the real problems = with gr 
cars’ charging systems, not with 
the batteries. 

The battery is just one of 
three major components in a 
charging system. The other two 
are the alternator, which gener- 
ates an electrical current; and a 
voltage regulato:, which decides 
when and how much current to 
send to the battery. 

Sometimes, an alternator 
gives up or a voltage regulator 
goes berserk, leaving a perfectly 
good battery to take the blame. 
That is why it is important to 
have the entire charging system 
checked by a mechanic before 
you buy a new battery. 

But even a healthy alternator 
and regulator are insufficient 
grounds for assuming the bat- 
tery is bad. In fact, an insuffi- 
cient ground could be the prob- 
lem

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At each end of the battery you 

will see-a metal post with a big 
cable attached to it. One is a 
negative or “ cable,” and 
the other isthe positivecable.-If 
these cables are not secured 
tightly to the sts, .or if. the 
posts and cable ends become 
corroded, the flow of current 
could be disrupted. You should 
tighten the cable ends with a 
wrench or pliers and clean the 
posts with a brush every few 
months. 
It also is possible that the bat- 
tery is simply low on “‘electro- 
lyte.”” Inside“a battery’s plastic 
case there are a series of lead 
plates. The plates are surround- 
ed by a mixture of water and 
sulfuric acid—electrolyte. A 
chemical reaction between the 
plates and the electrolyte allows 
electrical energy to be stored in 
the battery until you need. it— 
like when you start the car. 

But in batteries that are not 
maintenance-free, electrolyte 
evaporates over time. If your 
battery does have removable 
caps, once a month pull each 
one off and take a peek. If you 
do not see liquid covering the 
plates inside, pour in some dis. 
tilled water (though tap water 
will do in a pinch). If you have 
to add water frequently, the volt- 
age regulator may be’ allowing 
the battery to become over- 
charged. And inspect the plastic 


through metal.

What really matters is the bats 
tery’s cold cranking power—thaj 
is, the amount of qnerey it it cas 
store—as well as the 
requirements of your car 
engine, Electrical current i:

A car with a diesel 
engine or a V8 might need a bat 
tery rated at 400 amps to ensuré 
that it will start on a cold morn, 
ing.
